lutely essential that tho questionnaire 
should bo forwarded immediately to 
the individual to wht-Ti it is addressed, 
and the local board 'advised by mail 
that this has been. dona. The fact that 
a man who was in tho military service 
of the United States last year or even 
last month Is. no assurance that ho is 
at the present time in the military 
service.

is 7.7 per ceiu. 
During tho paat twen- 


. 
ty years Wisconsin has been one of 
tho leading states in reducing the per- 
centage of illiteracy. 
The percentage 


dacrease of illiteracy for Wisconsin in 
this period is 5g per cent, as com- 
pared with 50 per cent in Iowa; 50! 
per cent in Minnesota; 4$ per cent in 
-Michigan; S8 per ceru in Ohio and 2S 
per cent in Illinois. 


Record of Eecrease, 


"Wisconsin may be justly proud of 


its record," continues Sliss Bronsky 
"for it was excelled by only two othei 
sections of the country, tho District ol 
Columbia, where the reduction was 62 
per cent, and Kansas, where it'was CO 
per cent. 


This 58 per cent reduction is Wis- 


consin, admirable as it. is, affected 
largely the group of people coming un- 
der school age, aad was brought about 
by better compulsory attendance laws 
and a moro strict 
enforcement of 


them. 
Since Wisconsin on tho whole 


has done -cry li:tle to reduce the il- 
literacy of adults and minors beyond 
school age, this io tho problem ' thnt 
now face:, us." 


Present Conditions.
